TREASURER GILVILLAN ON THE GOVERN- 
Wasuntoron, Aug. 21.—-The good inten- 
tions of Congress, looking to the establishment 
of a Government savings institution, by the cir- 
culation of the ten-dollar refunding certificates, 
have proved an utter failure: When Secretary 
Sherman refused to allow the syndicate to take 
all the certificates,.as well asthe 4 per cent, 
bonds to be issued under the refunding act, the 
people, white and black, and of al) condi- 
tions, crowded the places at which 
these (certificates were sold, and even 
complained . because they <ould not get 
them fast enough. While this apparent anxiety 
on the part of the poorer classes to. invest in 
the certificates might have been construed as a 
successful working of she scheme, it was 
suspected and generally bélfeved at the time 
that the banks and speculators were getting 
the greater part of the certificates, the majority. 
of the poorer classes simply acting as their 
tools. These suspicions now prove to have been 
well founded; and it is believed at the Treasury 
Department thatthe speculators, directly or indi- 
rectly, obtained the control of nearly the entire 
amount of the ten-dollar certificates, The total 
umount issued was $40,012,750, of which 
there hasbeen returned to. the Treasury for 
conversion into 4 per cent. bonds $35,323,- 
550. Notwithstanding the fact that the 
amount outstanding is leas than $5,000,0V0, 
the certificates continue to come back 
to the department, and today the 
amount returned was $28,250, No one 
can well say that these . certificates 
are being returned by thé poorer classes, inas- 
much as they come in average sums of $5,000 
from each individual, and itis not reasonable 
to suppose that any working man whose wages 
are small. could have laid. aside from his earn- 
ings sufficient. money to. purchase certificates 
enough to convert into even one or two bonds 
since they were issued. : 
«Ip conversation on this snbject with the 
Times correspondent to-day, Treasurer Gilfillan 
said that the certificates might have been made 
the receptacle for the small earnings of the 
ple but for the fact that shortly after their 
orwse authorized, 4 per cent. bonds were 
sold by the Government to the syndicate at a 
remium of. one-half of 1 percent.,and they 
ediately. rose to even a. higher rate 
fhan that in. the market... This, of 
course, made the certificates the object of 
speculation, for the reason that. while the 
a mt was compelled by Jaw to sell them 
at par, they were worth the niyo for con- 
version into 4 per cent. bonds. ‘This, he said, 
was a conti ey which Congress did not an- 
ticipate, and he saw no way in which the present 
results could have been averted’ by the depart- 
ment. Itis possible, he said, that the results 
are due to the limited period of the re- 
funding operations, although he declined 
to express an opinion as*to what would 
have happened with a more extended time. As 
soon as the certificates appreciated in value it 
was quite natural, he thought, for those who 
held them to begin speculating, because, while 
the certificates boreinterest at 4 per cent., the 
interest could not be collected until the certifi- 
cates were converted; whereas the premium, 
which was always more than the accrued in- 
terest, could be realized at once. 

Assuming that ‘the certificate scheme was a 
failure, Mr. Gilfillan was asked what he thought 
of the Government savings bank Ag arnsimi 
and he replied: ‘The difficulty in the success- 
ful operation of a Government savings bank 
would be that the only disposition that could 
be made of the deposits would be to lock them 
up in the Treasury, which would of necessity 
take a great deal of currency out of circulation, 
and worcaay? a cripple the b 
In iepaing the refunding certificates, which were 
all placed and paid for within 60 days, it was 
a problem with the department how to put the 
currency received for them back into circula- 
tion without detriment to the business of the 
country, and the only way that it could be 
done was to expend the money so received in 
the redemption of called bo and reducing 
drafts upon depository banks on loan. accounts 
to.that extent. Otherwise. the ra peed of the 
issue. would have locked up $ 000 of 
greenbacks in the vaults. That’ 
would be'a serious drawback to any scheme for 
a Government savings bank.” 

Mr. Gilfillan denied that the refunding certi- 
fieates ever took the place of savings 
and in of thie he said that the sale of a 
single certificate at one time. was almost un- 
heard of, and the great trouble of the de 
ment was to keep the same individual m 
getting more than $100 worth of certificates at 
one time. He said that the certificates did not 
form any part of the circulating medium. Some 
banks, one in Indiana especially, purchased. a 
large amount of certificates ahd tried to pass 
them over the counter as money, but 
other banks refused to receive them st per. 
Shortly after this the certificates were all .sold, 
the 4 per cents went up in value, and the cer- 
tificates were then too valuable for circulation. 
The statement that these operations embarass 
the department by the amount-of additional 
cle labor thev cause, is denied. However 
large the return of these certificates may be on 
any. day, one or two clerks can manage the 
business. The hard work is really all done. 
When the certificates are returned they are can- 
celed, and will be destroyed.

THE SOUND DOCTRINE. 

Two mea: srs of the Administration, rep- 
resenting somewhat different shades of 
Republican opinion, have in almost identi- 
cal terms stated the limitation within which 
the practical results of the stalwart doctrine 
must be kept. Messrs. SaerMan and 
ScuvuRz unite in the declaration that beyond 
a certain defined line the National Govern- 
ment is unable to afford redress for the con- 
dition of things now being developed in 
Mississippi and elsewhere at the South; 
and that the sole legitimate purpose of the 
agitation which injudicious stalwarts are 
pressing, to the exclusion of «other 
topics, is . the cultivation throughout 
the North of a sentiment hostile to the 
supremacy of the Democratic Party. After 
unfolding the policy of fraud and violence 
by which the Democrats have regained 
aseendency in the Southern States, and by 
which alone they can maintain it, Mr. 
SHERMAN propounds the question, ‘‘ What 
is the remedy if this policy is continued?” 
His answer is constitutional’ and explicit, 
‘‘There is none other,” he says, “‘except 
an appeal to the loyal people of the N orth- 
ern States, to all who were on the Union 
side in the war, in action or in sympathy, 
and to the independent manhood of the 
Democratic Party, to stand by our political 
organization until the rights of all men 
are secured, enforced, and respected 
in every State and Territory in 
the Union.” In the same spirit the 
Secretary of the Interior, reviewing the 
wrongs of which State rights are made the 
pretext, points out, that so far as these 
wrongs can be reached and redressed by a 
constitutional exercise of national power, 
“then that power must, and at present 
will, be dutifully exercised. When,” he 
adds, “ those wrongs are beyond the reach 
of the constitutional power of Government, 
then public opinion must be invoked to 
mark those wrongs with the stamp of its 
condemnation.” The substance of both 
statements is that Southern political out- 
rages, however flagrant, do not constitute a 
jsutifieation of extra-constitutional action 
on the part of the Government; and that- 
the use of which they are susceptible in 
discussion atthe North is that of auxiliaries 
to efforts for keeping down the party under 
whose sanction, and for whose benefit, the 
outrages are perpetrated. 

Elementary as the proposition may seem 
to be, it is not superfiuous. It is needed to

The Yazoo 
outrage and the Dixon murder impart fresh 
life to the controversy and invest it with 
qualities which appeal to the civilization 
and maghood of the nation, and to that love 
of freedom on which the Democracy cannot 
make war without insuring their own de- 
struction. Let the stalwart agitation purge 
itself of the suspicion that itis indifferent to 
constitutional limitations, and show that it 
seeks only the attainment of righteous ends 
by ordinary and lawfu) means, and from that 
moment it will wear an aspect to which the 
most moderate Republican will not object. 
Instead of a sectionalism which alienates 
find repels, we shall have a broad affirma- 
tion of principles and obligations that eom- 
mend themselves to all just men with a force 
that will once more be irresistible. If the 
Ohio stalwarts will but take the cus that has 
been given them at Steubenville and Cin- 
cinnati, they will add greatly to the moral 
strength of their party in the campaign.

CRIME AS A CAREER. 

Compilers of criminal statisti¢s have neg- 
lected the most interesting phase of the sub- 
ject with which they have had to deal. They 
have uhiformly failed to consider crime as 
one of the industries of the country, offer- 
‘ing to young men @ career, attended with 
greater or less chances pf success or fail- 
ure, of -wealth or ruin, like other lines of 
business. They have given us no adequate 
idea of its extent, of the numbers engaged 
in it, of the capital employed, the risks to 


be encountéfed, and the average of profit’ 


or loss, and they have made no. discrimina- 
tion between the utterly useless and un- 
profitable kinds of crime, indulged in 
from mere wantonness or passion, and that 
which, in the language of Falstaff, is a “ vo- 
cation” and @ means of subsistence or of 
accumulating wealth. Crime has been gen- 
erally treated as a specially risky business, 
attended by dangers peculiar to itself, and 
leading to failure and ruin in'a larger propor- 
tion of cases than any other occupation. 
But in the present condition of the admin- 
istration of the laws, which discriminate 
against this industry for the protection of 
others,.it may be doubted whether it is at- 
tended with greater risks or is moro liable 
to failure, when pursued in what may be 
called a legitimate way, on business princi- 
ples, than many other employments that re- 
quire skill and careful management, 

There are many ignorant ‘and presump- 
tuous blunderers who venture into this call- 
ing, and fail ignominiously because they 
have neither the natural capacity nor the 
training to fit them for it. If a negro who 
ean neither read nor write, and has never 
had the benefit of thorough schooling in 
burglary, enters a house after midnight, 
murders 4 woman or two for the sake of a 
paltry amount of jewelry, and then wanders 
about from one city to another, pawning or 


giving away his plunder ina careless and 


thoughtless manner, he may after many 
days stumble into the hands of a detective 
or a newspaper reportér, and have his career 
of enterprise cut short; but obviously he 
deserves his fate. He has ventured into a 
profession for which he has no qualifica- 
tions, and made a bungie of it from the 
start, as he would of that of a lawyer or a 
stock-broker, or any other of which he 
knew nothing. If Italian barbers fancy 
they can: launch at once into the business 
of robbing houses, without any previous 
training or any conception of the conditions 
necessary to success, ten to one they will 
commit the blunder of having too many 
confederates, and of clumsily and unnaces- 
sarily murdering the owner of the house, 
and speedily come to grief. They should 
have sense enough to stick to their razors 
and the boring of their customers with their 
familiarity, and not attempt a business .so 
mych beyond their capacity. It is these 
awkward blunderers that are continually 


‘getting caught, and not the real profes- 


sionals. 

There is another class of amateurs in 
crime that frequently make a botch of the 
business and bring it into reproach as 
dangerous and risky. We allude to men 
ostensibly engaged in some other pursuit, 
for which they may not be any better fitted 
by nature, but in which they have had some 
little. training, who resort to stealing or 
forgery as a “side speculation.” Such 
speculations are alwayé risky, and a large 
proportion of them fail, for the reason that 
those who engage in them are not experts 
in that particular line, and have not the 


knowledge of its various requirements and 


conditions that would give a fair assurance 


pleasant in their possible consequenees, In 
short, it is no more to be recommended as a 
profession than poetry or oratory, but there 
is no doubt that, with courts and lawyers 
and detectives constituted as at present, it 
is not an absolutely discouraging career. 
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HOME NEWS FROM CHINA. 

The excellent Mr. Borte, formerly Secre- 
tary of the Nayy, went from Paris to Hong 
Kong, in the company of Gen, Grant, to 
find out what the General’s intentions were 
as to the next Presidential eanvass.

Bort tried hard to have a word in private 
with the Silent Man. .It was in vain. What 
with Emperors, Kings, Princes, and noble- 
men of high degree; Grant's time was fully 
taken up. Borg, unwilling to go home 
without aceomplishing his errand, was 
dragged all over Europe: And when we 
say that the ex-Secretary is no longer 
young, the. sympathizing reader will ap- 
preciate..the hardships endured by this 
faithful friend. 

When the ox-Presidential party reached 
Ching, Mr. Boris, half dead with fatigue 
and pining for a good night’s rest, which he 
said he had not had since he left Philadel- 
phia, made one more assault on GRANT'S 
reticence.

Americans are generally 
reckoned to be short-lived, compared with European 
nations, and they may have beon in the past; but 
they are. steadily gaining in respect of age, as their. 
material conditions improve and the lsws of health 
are better understood and observed. Several in- 
stances have been recorded recently of . persons in 
this vicinity who have died at 107, 108, and even 
110. Itis maintained, however, by men who have 
paid special attention to. longevity, that there is no 
well-accredited instance of any man or woman living 
beyond 106—that that isthe maximum possibility 
of human endurance. It 1s more reasonable to sup- 
pose that there is a mistake in calculation than that 
the mentioned mit has been exceeded. In. Europe 
itis a subjectot dispute as to what nation lives 
longest... The distinction bas been claimed in turn 
by the English, French, Germans, Spanisb, Italians, 
and Russians. Late statistics prose that the num- 
ber of people in Europe who are upward of 90 years 
old ig 102,831, of whom more than 60,000 are 
women. Of those beyond 100, there are 241 women 
and 161 men in Italy, 229 women add 183 men in 
Austria, and 526 women and 524 men in Hungary. 
The percentage of old people is found to be much 
higher ariong the Gerihans. than the Slavs,  In- 
vestigation appears to show that human life has 
been lengthening in the last 20 years: throughout 
the civilized world. 


Although the recent trip of the steam-ship 
Arizona across the Atlantic reduced the time for 
making a trip down to hardly more than seven days, 
ttis none the less true that there has been but a 
slight gain in the speed with which the passages are 
made for several years past. . Indeed, the: regular 
rans on the various steam lines out of this port 
average little, if any, better than they did in the 
days of the old Collins Line. It has become a fash: 
ion to drive a new ship for the purpose of giving her 
arecord. In this way, on the first or second voyage 
of the steamer, a special effort is: made to make a 
quick passage, coal is burned with the utmost prodi- 
gality, and the vessel’s coming and going is carefully 
advertised. The effect of this is that for yeara after 
people speak of the line and the ship av if this one 
speedy passage was a thing of ordinary. occurrence. 
Asamatter of fact, the steamer may néver again 
makea passage much shorter than the customary 
average of transatlantic steam-ships. Certainly, 
the companies owning these boats with a record éan 
ill afford to allow them to repeat the experiment of 
rapid transit, unless they have-an exceptionally 
large list of cabin passengers. The Arizona,'on this 
quick trip, burned on an average 160 tons of coal a 
day. What she would barn on an ordinary trip we 
have not been informed, bat probably not more than 
half of that amount, which would be-a large con- 
sumption for an ocean steamer with improved ma- 
chinery. The wastefal steam-pasxets of the past, 
like the Arabia aad Persia, did not, when pushed to 
a high vate of speed, consume more than 200 tons of 
eoal a day, and it would be but 4 small improvement 
to cut down the amount by only one-fifth The 
trath is, our gain has thus far consisted in redueing 
the cost of an average or slow voyage. Fifteen or 
twenty years ago the steamers that plied across the 
Atlantic had a registered tonnage of less than 3,000 
tons, and in making a voyage of ten or eleven days’ 
duration consumed from 1,200 to 1,600 tons of coal. 
Now a steam-ship of 4,500 tons register can go 
across the Atlantic in the time mentioned, and re- 
quite for fuel only 250 tons of coal. Eut if an at- 
tempt is made to force these cheap-sailing vessels to 
a high rate of speed, it is found that they make away 
with almost as much cosa! as the old-fashioned steam- 
ships when under racing orders. 








One of the most durable kinds of wood is 
thatof the larch-tree.

sound. “in the Buglish marine, the larch was intro- 
duced in 1809 from the Scotch forests of the Duke 
of ATHOL, aud the frigate Athol, odilt in 1830, is 
still in active service and in excellent condition.
